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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/28/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

On pages 2 of Applicant's remarks, Applicant argues that John in view Ito does 
not teach generating and transmitting, by the called mobile station, a confirmation 
message indicating the confirmation by the called party to the calling mobile station as 
recited in claims 16 and 21. 

The Examiner, however, disagrees. Itoh does indeed teach Applicant's claimed 
limitation (see Itoh, column 5, lines 2-8, Itoh's "an answer signaf reads on Applicant's "a 
confirmation message"). In addition, Applicant's attention is directed to the rejection in 
the previous Office action dated 08/25/2005. 

On pages 3 of Applicant's remarks, Applicant argues that John in view Ito does 
not teach a confirmation message is not directly transmitted to a calling terminal. 

The Examiner, however, disagrees. Itoh does indeed teach Applicant's claimed 
limitation (Itoh, column 5, lines 2-8, see "and then sends an answer signal to the calling 
party and " the mobile station stores the message and indicates its reception to the 
calling party "). In addition, Applicant's attention is directed to the rejection in the 
previous Office action dated 08/25/2005. 



For the above reasons, the Examiner believes that the rejections to claims are 
proper.
